A Year of 
Thrills, 
Glory in 
Tigerland 


Exciting is the word for the Tigers’ campaign 
of 1972, leading to high hopes for 1973. 

With surprisingly strong pitching and the 
best defense in the major leagues, they 
pounded their way to the championship of 
the American League East on the next-to- 
last day of the season in a showdown series 
with the Boston Red Sox, then fought the 
Oakland A’s to the limit before bowing in 
the fifth and final game of the championship 
series, after which the A’s went on to down 
the Cincinnati Reds in the World Series. 

Under the driving direction of Billy 
Martin, the Tigers provided Detroit fans with 
some of the most spirited action they have 
ever witnessed — including some loud 
arguments, a few fierce fights, hundreds of 
scintillating plays and enough thrills for a 
lifetime. 

When it all came to an end in October, 
more than two million fans had passed 
through the turnstiles at Tiger Stadium, ready 
to acclaim 1972 one of the most exciting in 
the club's history but looking forward 
to 1973 with expectations of another 
bruising battle. 
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The most controversial play of the 
entire 1972 baseball season came in 
thesecond game of the Tiger-A’s 
championship series at Oakland 
when Bert Campaneris, A’s 
shortstop, was hit on the foot by 
one of Lerrin LeGrow’s pitches. 
The enraged Campaneris (below) 
hurled his bat at the Tiger right- 
hander, shown ducking the flying 
timber at right. Both were ejected, 
after which Campaneris was fined 
and suspended for the rest of the 
playoffs as well as the start of 1973. 


The Great Race! 

That’s what they called it in the 
American League East in 1972 and 
that’s the way the Tigers will remember 
it. 

First there were four — Detroit, 
Boston, Baltimore and New York — 
all in the battle for the division title. 

Then there were three, then only 
two; the Tigers and the Red Sox in 
the final series of the season, with 
the Tigers needing two out of three 
to nail down the championship. 

So that’s what they did, two in 
a row with the clincher in the next- 
to-last game of an exciting season, a 
3-1 decision making special heroes 
out of Al Kaline, Dick McAuliffe and 
Woodie Fryman before 54,079 
hysterical fans who almost dismantled 
Tiger Stadium in their post-game frenzy. 

After that, the hard-fought close 
playoffs with the Oakland A’s and 
more thrills as the gallant Tigers 
battled to the final out of the last 
possible game before bowing by one 
run to the eventual World Champions. 

It all began back in spring training, 
perhaps the best for the Tigers in their 
history as seven of them topped .300 
at the plate and the pitchers showed

signs of being long on quality if short 
on depth. 

Enthused by spring success, Manager 
Bill Martin insisted: ‘This team can 
win it all.” 

Then came the players’ strike, 
chopping off the end of the spring 
training and delaying the start of the 
regular season.

It was like the falling of an iron 
curtain. Martin squirmed as the Tigers 
resumed action far below their spring 
form at the plate and struggled to a 
season-ending team average of .273, 
eighth in the AL. 

But the pitching became strong and 
the defense was the finest in the major 
leagues. That was the key to success 
in a tight race marked by close games, 
stirring arguments and some fierce 
fights. 

As low as fourth place in mid- 
September, the Tigers won 13 of their 
next 18 games to apply the clincher 
in their Oct. 3 thriller with Boston and 
finished the regular season with a 
record of 86-70, a half-game ahead 
of Boston, five above Baltimore and 
6%2 in front of New York. 

The ‘‘no-star’’ Tigers they were 
called by some — an eminently unfair 
label in the eyes of the Tigers. Heroes 
aplenty made possible as thrilling a 
season as their loyal fans could hope for. 

Three were late-season valuable 
additions in deals arranged by Jim 
Campbell, the Tigers’ canny front office 
chief. 

Woodie Fryman came from the 
Phillies to win 10 games in two months.

Dodgers to hit .316 andsupply key 
hits in a number of games. 

Frank Howard, bought from the 
Rangers, lent more threat at the plate 
and morale in the dugout. 

But figures more familiar to Tiger 
fans wrote some stirring headlines, too. 

Al Kaline, playing as well during 
the final weeks as he ever did in his 
brilliant career, hit .313 and streng- 
thened his place among all-time Tiger 
leaders. 

Ed Brinkman set five major league 
fielding records for shortstops and was 
dubbed “Tiger of the Year.” 

Mickey Lolich won 22 games for 
a two-year total of 47 and fanned 
250 to take the career strikeout lead 
among active moundsmen of the 
American League.
